Athens April 13 —The trouble between 


Greece aud Turkey is now only a waiting 
game Neither side wantsto be bret to be 
gin the war 


The frontier situation IB developing 


slowly for two reasons bad weather and 
extreme cold, and because dispatches are 
being considerably delayed intentionally 
or otherwise The condition of affairs is 
no less menacing, however, and open hos 
tilities or a bacK down of one or the other 
or both countries cannot be much longer 
delaj ed 


Both Greece and Turkey are trying to 


avoid if possible bemp classed as the 
agressor in the conflict 
It is an open 


secret here that by the end of the week at 
least 10 000 Greek irregulars will be m 
Macedonia, Albania and Epirus, thus 
making really suocewful steps in a war 
like direction before hardly a shot is 
fired 


It la acknowledged that Greece is gain 


ing by every hoar of delaj, and is getting 
her troops in the best possible position 
for the opening of the war 
This shows 


the shrewdness of the Greek leaders

There is a very great need 
among the more talkative members of our 
city council of a study of some primary 
work on parliamentary law. The first 
principles of the same should be inculcated 
at once. Then there would be less chan 
for the interminable jumbles aad mixings 
in which the city council is apt to find 
itself. All this is done innocently enough, 
but this fact does not save the dignity oi 
the counuil from being frequently im- 
periled.

Wishes of the Bar. 


The bar, or that portion of it which is 


wrapped up in the resolutions that have 
been made so conspicuous by the folly of 
their authors, held another meotinc this 
morning In the district court after the 
close of the crimin.il business. Judge 
Thayer was on the bench. The proposi- 
tion to spread the resolutions on the 
records of the court, which was made to 
Justice Woodhead a few days ago, and 
which was not favorably received by him, 
was renewed, 
Mr. Couch serving as 


spokeman. 
In his remarks Mr. Couch 


spoke of what the bar deemed proper 
qualifications for j\ judge, saying that 
Judge Tucker abandoned all his practice 
when ho was appointed judge of the dis- 
trict court in Pittsaeld, and referring in 
complimentary terras to the action of 
Judge Thayer in giving up a large and 
lucrative practice when ho was made 
judge of this court. Mr. Couch's remarks 
contained references to the editor of 
this paper which were not intended 
to be complimentary, and there waa an 
evident intent that they should embrace 
no crumb of comfort for Justice Wood- 
head. The bar apparently drew satisfac- 
tion from the speaker's words, and Judge 
Thayer, contrary to the view taken by the 
bar a few days ago, was unable to see any 
impropriety in ordering the resolutions 
spread, compliments and all. There was 
not so much "delicacy" present as there 
>vas on the former occasion and the order 
to spread was given promptly and unre- 
servedly. 


The undignified motion read by Mr. 


Couch is also to become a pnrt of the court 
record, with its uncomplimentary al- 
lusions to those outaide the bar and its re- 
ilectiona-upon Mr. Woodhead.

ecorda which are now unprotected from 
re, and would give better aceommoda- 
ions for the j udge and bar, while the 
oom now occupied by the district court 
would give the assessors, city engineer 


nd cotnmiss toner of public works con- 
rement and fit quarters. 
On motion of Mr. Brown the mayor 


was unanimously voted the authority to 
make a new lease and cancel the old one 
vith the county commissioners.

mayor recommended that the appropria- 
ions for the new school houses, as asked 
or by the school committee and recom- 
mended by the finance committee of the

The Bridge Question. 


Then unfinished business was in order.

The same 
procedure was had at last week's meeting 
when tho appropriations were passed to a 
second reading. In the discussion of how 
the council should consider the appropri- 
ations, a long; discussion of the bridge 
question came in that was entirely unpar- 
liamentary and out of order at this point. 
Aiter Mr. Hamer had expressed himself 
at> length about the bridge question, aud 
Mr. Tilton had told him that he could 
better have gottan some information be- 
Eoie coming there, it waa voted 7 to 5 to 
take up the list of appropriations item by 
item. 


The recommended appropriation of 


§15,000 for bridges brought on the first 
legitimate discussion. Mr. Hamer wanted 
to know if bridges were to be built on 
both Main and State streets; it so, how 
much were they to cost, how wide were 
they to be, who owned tbe land about the 
Alain street bridge, and what part of the 
expense was the elsctric road to bear? 
He moved that "anybody" present give 
them information in the matter. 


Mr* Muuter Talk**. 


Commissioner Hunter came before the 


council and said that expert bridge men 
had examined the two bridges and had 
recommended new bridges on both streets; 
the Main street bridge was dangerous 
both because of its weakness and its nar- 
rowness; and the State street bridge, 
though strong enough, was too narrow 
for the traflic, imd experts did nob think 
it would be economy to attempt to widen 


On Mam street a girder bridge of 75 feet 


span and 30 feet clear between railings 
was contemplated, with a sidewalk 7 feet 
\\ ide on the north side and one 5 feet wide 
on the south side. 
This would make 


the new bridge 12 feet wider than the 
, 


present oue. He hoped that the appro-1 
priotion would allow a 33-foot bridge 
which would be still bettor. The traffic 
over the State street bridge bad more than 
doubled since it had been built, and that 
waa reason enough for a new bridge there. 
As to the widening of Main street 
near the bridge, Mr. Hunter said that Mt. 
Houghton had asanred him tbat all the 
land necessary to make the street wide 
enough could be arranged by the Arnold 
Print works without cost. He had no 
authority to deal with the electric road as 
to its share in the building of the bridges. 


Mr. Hunter was of the opinion that the | 


commissioner of public works could order ' 
the electric road to take its tracks off the 
bridges, if he saw fit to do so. He was 
not certain as to jaetwhat the rights of 
the electric road were however, as he did 
not pretend to legal knowledge nor know 
the terms of the electric road's charter. 


Ittr. Hougliton Answer* Q,ueHti<m«. 
Mr. Hamer seemed anxious to know ex- 


actly about the electric road's relation to 
the new bridges and who was to negotiate 
the business with the electric road. At 
the suggestion of Mr. Clark, who was in 
the chair, Mayor Houghtoa made a brief 
explanation about the bridges and the 
electric road. 


He aaid the Main street bridge was 
Laugerous; the city was liable tor any 
damage that might occur there at any 
ime; it was not good policy to wait till 
;he city had some heavy damage suit 
wrought against it because of that bridge. 
As to the electrio road: the council could 
'evoke its charter by giving a year's na- 
>ice; but when once the city has given 
•he electric road a right on the bridge the 
city cannot force an assessment—it must 
be voluntary; the road's charter could be 
•evoked but an assessment could not be 
compelled; Mr. Hnmer was clearly told 
that the city could not force the electric 
road or dictate terms to it; and by allow- 
ng ttte electric road to shore part of the 
public expenne in the bridges the city 
might find that it had given a permanent 
charter. 


Mr.Houghton said that tbe Arnold Print 


works stood ready to give all the land 
necessarp to make a safe and wide road 
near the Main street bridge. He thought 
the construction of the bridge could be 
safely left to the commissioner of public 
works and city engineer, who could also 


fairly the portion of expense that the 


road should bear; if the city officials could 
be trusted at all they could be trusted in 
this matter. In reply to some very 
pointed questions by Mr. Hamer as to 
who owned the land on either side the 
street near the Main street bridge and i^ 
euroachments had 
been 
made, Mr. 


Soughton said tbat the city was doing 
everything in its power to find the exact 
street lines there aud only time was 
needed. He said the executive could not 
negotiate with the electrio road. It could 
ouly recommend about the bridges, 


IMwpowU of Bridge Question. 


It was voted to leave the matter of new 


bridges and tbe appropriation recom- 
mended with the mayor, commissioner of 
public works and city engineer. As this 
authority would include the negotiations 
with the electric road, Mr. Hamer wanted 
to know if any of the thrpe city officials 
held any stock in the electric road. He 
was not answered. AH voted for the ref- 
erence of the bridge matters to the three 
city officials save Mr. Hamer. 


Then the remaining appropriations as 


recommended on the printed list were 
unanimously recommedded for final pas- 
sage in the committee of the whole into 
Which the council had gone. 


bcliool Building**. 


Next came the matter of school house 


appropriations. It was voted to take 
these up item by item and so discuss them. 
They were read in the following order 
and each item gone over at length, which 
discussion was largely brought out by Mr. 
Hamer, and amounted as closely to noth- 
ing as possible. The items were: Beaver 
school building, $32,000; Beaver school 
land ?8SOO; Beaver grading $2000; Beaver 
furnishing $3000; Beaver supervision *1000; 
Beaver sewer $500. Church street build- 
ing $25,000; Church street 
extra soil, 


§2000; Churoh street furnishing $3000; 
Church street gymnasium $6800; Church 
atreet 
supervision ?1200; Braytonville 


grading $S514; Johnson school $G680 to 
complete. Total $99,494. All this was 
voted without the change of a penny. 


Mr. Church, Mr. Anderson, and Mr. 


Murdock appeared before the council for 
the school committee and answered all 
questions put to them satisfactorily. Noth- 
ing was developed save just what the 
school committee wanted the'mcney>for, 
if they really thought they wanted it and 
if they really thought these approprio- 
tions would complete the work in hand. 
That was about all the questioning 
amounted .to. It was shown that still 
more land is needed at Braytonville, for 
other property comes within 35 feet of 
the school building there. 
Mr. Sykes 


thought the school building there was 
placed unnecessarily close to the Field's 
property. Mr. Church said there was no 
truth in the statements that there were 
lower bidders for the building contract 
than Porter & Hannum. 


The Braytonville school grading took 


up a half hour's time of discussion. At its 
close Mr. Earner ap^ioved of the expense 
already incurred and would have been 
glad to have seen $1000 more than the 


school committee asked for appropriated 
for grading that school yard. 


Mr. Murdock spoke on tbe necessity for 


a gymnasium, and Col. Bracewell said the 
city was in honor bound to build one at 
Church street to keep faith with the state 
and the normal school. 


The school discussion was minute, but 


there seemed to be no means of compar- 
ing the committee's estimates and figures 
with anything that might be a right stan- 
dard of expenditure. It all ended in ques* 
tioning. 


When the school house discussion was 


ended and the appropriation of $99,494, 
was voted without change, there were 
several petitions as to building rights read 
One was a petition from the children of 
Patrick Ryan as to a building on Center 
street; one as to tbe plans of the new Sul- 
livan block on Main street; another as to 
a building in the rear of Porter & Han- 
num's present office; all referred to the 
committee on buildings. 
A petition that 


Bock atreet be accepted by the city was 
referred to the committee on streets. The 
matter of revised ordinances was put over 
till another meeting. 


At 11.20 a tired and impatient council 


seconded a<half dozen motions to adjourn, 
and quickly left the city hall for home. ]f
